about $147,500,000; for July, 1903, ft 
was $142,800,000, and for July, 1902, 
$139,500,000. The increase for July of 
the present year over the correspond- 
ing month in 1903 is $4,700,000, some- 
what over 3 per cent. 

The past year was one of the most 
unsatisfactory in the history of the 
Wall-street stock market, yet the gen- 
eral prosperity of the country has not 
been materially abridged.
